Deposes  and  says:*  This  afternoon  about  10  minutes  after  the  parade  passed  Poydraa 
and  Main  Streets  I went  to  a little  Baiw^Ma®  place  on  Pacific.  I do  not  know  the 
name  of  this  place  and  I want  in  and  had  a grilled  cheese  sandwich  with  a friend 
of  mine,  Richard  Bartholciw,  who  works  at  the  fictional  Bank  of  Commerce.  They  had 
a radio  going  on  in  the  ckfe,  two  gentlemen  that  were  seated  at  the  table  next  to 
us  had  the  radio  on  . And  something  came  on  the  radio  about  the  President  being 
shot  at,  oo  1 walked  out  with  this  othe  r boy  and  he  went  on  the  bank  and  I walked 
down  to  the  railroad  tracts  at  Pacific  and  Houston  Street.  Ires  walking  parallel 
to  some  of  the  tracks  and  there  were  quite  a few  other  people  walking  in  the  same 
direction  I was  going.  X stopped  on  east  side  of  Houston  street  across  the  street 
from  the  Texas  School  Book  Depository.  I stood  there  for  a few  minutes  and  then 
a lady  that  was  standing  next  tome,  I asked  her  whore  there  was  a telephone,  and 
she  said  that  the  only  pay  phone  that  she  knew  of  was  in  the  Bounty  Records  building.
